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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new limitations requiring the effect of the plasma to be specifically one of increasing the surface energy, 
cross-linking or breaking chemical bonds in the independent claims 1, 33 or 50, raises new issues therein, as these claims and their 
dependents did not previously specifically require any of these effects. Furthermore, the amendment is also requiring that the 
subsequently coated material be a bioactive material, and while claims 22-26 dependent from claim 1 , have previously required specific 
bioactive materials, neither of the other two independent claims were previously so limited and neither were the other dependent claims' 
limitations required to be associated with these bioactive coatings. Also, with respect to claim 1, claim 21 which depends therefrom 
recites a Markush group for the coating material wherein only one of the three choices is bioactive material, hence this claim broadens the 
scope of a preceding claim, causing 112 problems.. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The new issues would require further 
consideration with respect to a combination of new possible affects required for particular bioactive coating materials. For example in 
Conover et al. it must be considered whether the plasma deposition process is considered to read on a surface modification that causes 
chemical bonds scission, since it is a decomposition reaction & a coating modifies a surface and how their process would affect surface 
energy. Also noting that as uses for their metal deposits include biomedical applications, including bioaffinity and biopurification, thus still 
read on the bioactive limitation. 
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
